APPEAL TO 
UNKNOWN 
VICTIMS OF 
PAEDOPHILE 


POLICE believe a serial paeophile 
may have abused children in care 
homes across Essex and London. 

The Metropolitan Police's child 
abuse unit has appealed for victims 
to come forward and report attacks 
by John Cowan, 72, of Littleboume 
in Lewisham. 

Cowan - known by the nickname 
'Jock' - was jailed for eight years last 
week over historic child sex abuse. 

He committed the offences while 
working at an Ealing children's 
home, but lived in Chelmsford at the 
time of the attacks. 

Police said he had worked in care 
homes around the country, including 
Essex, and it was 'highly likely' that 
there were more victims yet to report 
their abuse. 

Jurors convicted Cowan after hear¬ 
ing he had 24 prior convictions for 
child sex abuse. 

In 1994 he was jailed for 12-and-a- 
half years over 16 child sex abuse 
charges and ordered to sign the Sex 
Offenders Register for life. 

He worked as a house father at the 


Ealing home for two years between 
1971 and 1973, while living in Essex. 

His offending there came to light in 
January 2013, when a woman 
attended Shepherds Bush police sta¬ 
tion to report having been sexually 
assaulted when she was seven or 
eight years old. 

She told police Cowan had abused 
her in the attic at the children's home. 

A police probe uncovered five 
more victims. 

Cowan abused five girls aged 
between five and ten, and one boy, 
who was six years old. 

A Metropolitan Police spokesman 
said: “The male victim described 
how on more than one occasion 
Cowan had taken him from his bed, 
saying the boy needed the toilet. 
Once inside the bathroom, Cowan 
sexually assaulted him.” 

Cowan was arrested in July 2013. 
He was jailed last Thursday at 
Harrow Crown Court for ten counts 
of historic indecent assault and one 
count of gross indecency. 

Investigating officer DC Cathy 


Hewitson, from the Met's Child 
Abuse Investigation Team in 
Northwood, said: “Cowan took 
advantage of his senior position at 
the home to abuse a number of vul¬ 
nerable children, the majority of 
whom had already suffered 
heartache and trauma in their short 
lives and should have been in a trust¬ 
ed environment. I praise the courage 
of the victims in coming forward and 
reliving this very difficult period in 
their lives, forced to give evidence in 
open court by Cowan's refusal to 
admit his crimes. 

“Cowan worked in a number of 
children's homes in Essex, London 
and Scotland from the 1970s 
onwards. It is highly likely there are 
other victims out there who perhaps 
have felt too scared to come forward 
before or thought there was little 
point given the passage of time. This 
conviction proves it is not too late to 
bring Cowan to justice and I would 
ask anyone with information to con¬ 
tact us in confidence.”

Arrests made as police crack down on criminals 


POLICE have arrested 36 people as part of an 
operation to crack down on criminals working 
across east London and Essex. 

The arrests were made on Tuesday by officer 
from both the Met and Essex as part of 
Operation Lockdown. 

Offences being investigated included burglary, 
robbery, impersonating a police officer, posses¬ 
sion of an offensive weapon, possession with 
intent to supply drugs and affray. 

A spokesman said: The operation saw officers 
from Hackney, Tower Hamlets, Waltham Forest, 
Redbridge, Newham, Barking and Dagenham, 
Enfield and Haringey boroughs out in force to 


disrupt travelling criminals and prevent cross- 
border crime. 

A total of 40 vehicles were seized. Also during 
the operation, one stolen vehicle was recovered. 

The arrests were split between several boroughs: 

Waltham Forest - arrests included four for pos¬ 
session of Class B drugs and the recovery of five 
large bags of cannabis. Further cannabis was 
seized during an address search warrant. 

Redbridge - arrests included two for posses¬ 
sion of both Class A and B drugs. 

Havering - included an arrest of a prolific 
offender for driving offences. 

Barking and Dagenham - included arrests for 


possession of an offensive weapon, burglary and 
an offence of impersonating a police officer. 

Temporary Chief Inspector Martin Kirby, from 
Barking and Dagenham Borough, who co-ordi¬ 
nated the operation, said: "This operation has 
been very successful. We have utilised the skills 
of MPS officers based locally on Boroughs and 
provided resources to support this local activity 
from within some of our Specialist Units. 

“Borough officers have continued to target 
burglary and robbery offenders and crime 
hotspots. Unlike our previous operations we 
have also focused on violent and gang offenders 
this time around.”

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Survivor’s moving story

A SURVIVOR of the Holocaust who 
lost her entire family in Nazi concen¬ 
tration camps has spoken to children 
about life growing up. 

Vera Schaufeld, from Wembley, took 
the time to share her memories with 
students at Normanhurst School, in 
Station Road, Chingford. 

The 84-year-old spoke to pupils 
about how she was born into a Jewish 
family in Prague, Czechoslovakia, 
which was occupied by the Nazis in 
1939 under the orders of Adolf Hitler. 

Aged nine she was put on to a train 
to England but her parents failed to 
get a visa and after the war ended, in 
1945, she was told by letter that none 
of her family had survived. 

Claire Osborn, headteacher at 
Normanhurst School, said: “It is a 
privilege for us to welcome Vera 
Schaufeld to our school and her testi¬ 
mony will remain a powerful reminder 
of the horrors so many experienced. 
We are grateful to the Holocaust 
Educational Trust for co-ordinating 
the visit and we hope that by hearing 
Vera’s testimony, it will encourage our 
students to learn from the lessons of 
the Holocaust and make a positive dif¬ 
ference in their own lives.” 

After leaving her home country, 
Vera was taken in by a foster family in 
Bury St Edmunds, Suffolk, and was 
sent to a boarding school with the 
daughter of the family, a girl called 
Betty. 

Her home in Klatovy was destroyed 
and she never returned. 

Vera went on to train as a teacher 
and after she qualified she spent some 
time in Israel where she met her hus¬ 
band of 62 years, Avram.

Since 2005 the Holocaust

Government funding for its flag¬ 
ship, Lessons from Auschwitz 
Project, which gives two young peo¬ 
ple from every school and college in 
the country the opportunity to visit 
Auschwitz-Birkenau. 

The trust also played a crucial role 
in the establishment of Holocaust 
Memorial Day in the UK. 


Fact Box 

• The term Holocaust, originally 
from the Greek word “holokaus- 
ton” which means “sacrifice by 
fire”, refers to the Nazi persecution 
and planned slaughter of the Jewish 
people. 

• It is estimated that 11 million 
people were killed during the 
Holocaust. Six million of these 
were Jews. 

• The Nazis killed approximately 
two-thirds of all Jews living in 
Europe. An estimated 1.1m chil¬ 
dren were murdered in the 
Holocaust. 

• Auschwitz was the largest con¬ 
centration and extermination camp 
built. It is estimated that 1.1m peo¬ 
ple were killed there. 

• The Nazis built six extermina¬ 
tion camps: Chelmno, Belzec, 
Sobibor, Treblinka, Auschwitz, and 
Majdanek. (Auschwitz and 
Majdanek were both concentration 
and extermination camps.)

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Head turns failing school around 


A TALENTED headteacher has turned a 
failing Rainham school into a major suc¬ 
cess story. 

The Brittons Academy in Ford lane, was 
rated as poor by Ofsted in September last 
year. 

But a follow-up inspection, on 
November 6 and a report published last 
week, found that action taken in the past 
year has overseen improvements. 

Head Stuart McLaughlin welcomed the 
report and said he was proud of the work 
staff and students had put in. 

His efforts were recognised by Ofsted 
inspectors who visited the school. 

Mr McLaughlin praised his staff who 
were “totally committed to the new train¬ 
ing regime” he had introduced.

“This can be done either by giving the 
pupils extra learning either after school or 
at lunchtime. We also do one-to-one 
tuition.

Mr McLaughlin said at Brittons there 
was now a real focus on the importance of 
learning to do your best. 

In a letter to Mr McLaughlin, Ofsted 
inspectors said: “The visits to lessons indi¬ 
cated that feedback is regular and detailed, 
and students are rating their grasp of the 
skills taught in their written responses. 

“Teachers know what is expected of 
them to raise standards further and are 
using the training opportunities, including 


visits to partner schools, coaching, and 
peer-to-peer support, to develop their 
practice.” 

The inspectors also said that students 
told them that small tutor groups were 
beneficial in keeping them focused on 
their learning. 

Students also said lessons were more 
engaging, challenging and well-struc¬ 
tured. 

Mr McLaughlin added: “I am incredibly 
pleased with the progress of the academy 
over the past year - we are definitely a 
school on the up and are now making 
rapid progress. The quality of teaching is 
improving at pace and standards of 
achievement are increasing also. 

“I am proud of the commitment and ded¬ 
ication of my staff to improving the 
school. I am also very proud of our stu¬ 
dents, who are fantastic and are working 
hard to improve their results.”

Snaresbrook Crown 
Court heard on 
Wenesday that a total 
of 33 diners became ill 
and one tragically died 
after eating a 
Christmas dinner at the 
Railway Hotel on 
Christmas Day 2012. 

Owned by Mitchells 
and Butlers PLC, their 
registered office is in 
Fleet Street, 

Birmingham. 

Havering Council 
visited the premises in

December 2012 after 
receiving complaints 
from diners. 

The court heard a 
year-long investigation 
ensued which found 
the reason for the ill¬ 
nesses was food poi¬

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No limit to EcoBoost engine - now in automatic

THERE seem to be no limits for 
Ford’s amazing 1.0-litre, three 
cylinder EcoBoost engine which is 
now available paired with an auto¬ 
matic gearbox. 

The set-up is fitted to the Fiesta 
and to Ford’s B-MAX compact 
MPV and in the case of the former 
it transforms the top selling super¬ 
mini into a car of almost executive 
grade specifications. 

In top grade Titanium X trim it 
sports features such as keyless 
entry and start, cruise control, 
automatic air conditioning and an 
optional Sony entertainment sys¬ 
tem that incorporates sat nav. 

Digital radio, Bluetooth and 
Ford’s SYNC connectivity system 
are standard and so are heated 
front seats and electric windows all 
round. 

With ambient lighting inside and 
finely stitched leather and fabric 
upholstery it is a class act in a little 
car that will set you back £17,995. 

But it is how the car drives that is 
the real eye opener. 

The 1.0-litre turbo engine may 
develop only lOOps but its energy 
feels more akin to that of a 1.6. 

Not so long ago fitting an auto 
box to such a small engine would 


have been considered crazy. 

Yet the five speed Powershift sys¬ 
tem gives the car a respectable 0 
to 60 time of 11.2 seconds and a 
top speed of 112mph. For a little 
more fun there is a sport mode 
which results in plenty of power on 
demand. 

Around town it is nicely smooth 
through the box while cruising at 
motorway speeds presents little 
challenge with more than enough 
in reserve. There's no hesitancy 
between gears and the whole 
operation is on the quiet side. 

It is on the economy front where 
the combination of award-winning 
EcoBoost technology and an auto 
box comes into its own. 

Ford claims an official fuel return 
of 57.7mpg with emissions of 
114g/km and that is a very realistic 
figure. 

On a 200 mile journey at motor¬ 
way speeds, the car clocked up an 
average of 50.5mpg and even 
when commuting it returned 45 to 
the gallon which is exceptional for 
an auto. 

As with all other Fiestas the han¬ 
dling is top notch and the only criti¬ 
cism could be a rather chunky 
steering wheel which felt a little too 
large to the touch. 

Boot space is Fiesta standard at 


290 litres and space in the back of 
this five-door model is surprisingly 
generous for a supermini. 

The Fiesta has just become 
Ford’s top selling car of all time 
with sales of 4,115,000 in Britain 
since the first model appeared 


back in 1976 and with advances 
such as the EcoBoost engine - 
three times voted International 
Engine of the Year since its incep¬ 
tion in 2011 - that success looks a 
certainty to continue. 

The Powershift box can be had in 


the lower grade Fiesta Zetec five- 
door model from £15,795 and in 
Titanium trim for £16,795. 

Three door models are £600 
cheaper and the auto box carries a 
premium of £1,200 over manual 
versions.
